The only phy sical ev idence for 
inv estigators to stu dy was held 
b y the nav y here, a section of 
b ent v entilating tu b e which was 
the only piece of wreckage re­ 
cov ered. 
Bu t there was still hope that 
more wreckage might b e fou nd 
off the Jersey short to serv e as 
mu te testimony of the tense mo­ 
ments when Wiley stood calmly 
in the Akron’s control room and 
realized that a crash was inev ­ 
itab le.

Ju st a little effo rt and care o n the part o f the 
peo ple o f this co mmu nity in the planting and 
cu ltiv atio n o f su ch o rnaments and ado rnments 
will bring jo y and satisfactio n, and will make it 
a mo re attractiv e place in which to liv e. 
Su ch effo rts need no t co st mu ch. Only the time 
and tro u ble is requ ired in mo st instances. And 
y o u will be mo re than repay ed in the enjo y ­ 
m ent that y o u deriv e fro m y o u r effo rts. 


TOO MUCH SPEED 
Since the Ro o sev elt administratio n has been in 
po wer, Co ngress has tu rned fro m o ne ex treme to 
the o ther so far as getting things do ne is co n­ 
cerned. 
Under the Ho o v er leadership the slo wness o r 
absence o f actio n o n the part o f Co ngiess was 
appalling. Ev ery piece o f legislatio n was bitterly 
co ntested, especially any thing that was spo n­ 
so red by Ho o v er. Delay was ev ident at ev ery 
tu rn. Mino rity gro u ps so changed ev ery mo v e­ 
m ent by co mpro mise that mu ch legislatio n was 
hardly reco gnizable when it was finally passed. 
This serio usly hampered the benefits that might 
hav e been deriv ed. 
To day the o ppo site ex treme is prev alent. Speed 
and mo re speed is the watchwo rd o f the ho u r 
u ntil it bids fair to be as detrimental as the 
fo rmer dilato ry metho ds. 
There is no deny ing the fact that speed was 
necessary in many o f the measu res that hav e 
been passed. Speed was highly essential in deal­ 
ing with the recent financial crisis that co n­ 
fro nted the co u ntry . Limited speed is also nec­ 
essary in dealing with the agricu ltu ral pro b­ 
lems and the u nemplo y ment pro blem bu t eco n­ 
o my and so u ndness o f principle sho u ld no t be 
sacrificed in the interests o f speed. 
Bills are being ru shed thro u gh bo th ho u ses o f 
Co ngress witho u t ev en the fo rmality o f a reco rd 
v o te. So me o f them hav e been passed so quickly 
and at times when they were no t ex pected that 
members present did no t kno w abo u t it u ntil 
afterward. 
Mr. Ro o sev elt’s pro gressiv eness and initiativ e 
are to be co mmended in many respects bu t he 
might do well to slo w up a bit and keep a watch­ 
ful ey e o n Co ngress that it do esn’t let its enthu ­ 
siasm ru n away with its better ju dgment. Su ch 
im po rtant measu res as farm relief, u nemplo y ­ 
ment relief and any o thers which inv o lv e the ex ­ 
penditu re o f large su ms o f public mo ney sho u ld 
be co nsidered v ery carefu lly .
